Dr.  Joseph  Orze  Installed  As  NSU's  President 


Citing  "excellence  and  integrity" 
as  his  primary  goals  for  Nor- 
ihwesiern  Slate  University,  Dr. 
Joseph  .1.  Orze  was  formally  in- 
sialled  as  NSU's  1 5th  president 
during  day-long  ceremonies  Nov.  5 
thai  were  highlighted  by  an  in- 
vesiiiure  convocation  in  Praiher 
Coliseum. 

Wiley  Sharp  of  Hammond, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
lor  Louisiana  Colleges  and 
Universities,  delivered  brief  in- 
vcsiiiure  remarks  and  officially 
besio\\ed  ihe  authority  of  the 
presidency  upon  Orze. 

Orze.  who  was  elected  president 
of  Norihwesiern  on  Dec.  18,  1981. 
assumed  his  duties  as  the  univer- 
sity's chief  executive  on  June  !. 
1982.  Selected  from  a  field  of  66 
applicants  from  across  the  nation, 
Orze  succeeded  Dr.  Rene  Bienvenu. 
who  retired  after  four  years  as 
NSU's  president. 

In  his  investiture  address  entitled 
"The  Ecology  of  a  University." 
Orze  said  what  is  envisioned  as 
Northwestern's  future  "must  be  a 
shared  collective  concept  of  what 
Ihe  university  can  be.  It  cannot  be 
the  vision  of  one  man  and  be 
achievable  unless  others  share  it  and 
work  toward  its  fulfillment." 

He  said  the  "premise  underlying 
my  approach  to  the  presidency  of 
Northwestern  Slate  University  is 
that  I  may  not  be  able  to  see  the 
future  of  Ihe  university,  but. 
working  together,  we  can  create  it." 
Orze,  50,  said  his  personal  goal 
for  Norihwestern  "can  be  summed 
up  on  two  words:  excellence  and 
integrity.  We  should  strive  for 
excellence  in  all  that  we  do  or  are  a 
part  of.  Whether  in  academics, 
athletics,  research,  cultural  activities 
or  community  services,  the 
university  must  strive  for  excellence; 
10  be  the  best  that  it  is  capable  of 
being,  and  in  so  doing,  be  better 
than  its  competitors." 

Slating  that  the  excellence  must 
be  achieved  with  integrity,  Orze 
said,  "The  process  of  achievement 
must  be  one  thai  we  can  take  pride 
in.   It  must  be  able  lo  withstand  the 


most  minuie  scrutiny  and  emerge  as 
being  ethically  and  morally  sound 
and  without  the  slighiesi  blemish  of 
suspicion.  As  we  achieve  our  goals, 
we  and  others  must  be  able  lo  lake 
pride  not  only  in  our  excellence  but 
also  in  the  process  of  its  ai- 
lainmeni." 

Orze  said  Northwestern  "is  a 
good  university.  With  the  proper 
attitude  and  cooperation  o\'  ihe 
eniire  community,  ii  can  become  a 
great  university  equal  to  any  of  its 
size  and  scope." 

The  new  NSU  president  said,  "I 
am  fortunate  lo  be  a  part  of  the  new 
becoming  of  ihe  university  com- 
munil>,  it  has  become  an  integral 
part  of  my  being.  It  is  my  en- 
vironmeni  for  living  and  working, 
and  I  find  my  idem  it  v  being  in- 
terwoven as  a  single  fabric  with  the 
university  as  it  takes  on  deeper  and 
richer  significance  for  me." 

Preceeding  Orze's  investiture 
address  were  keynote  remarks  by 
Dr.  Allen  Osiar  of  Washington, 
D.C..  president  of  the  American 
Association  of  Slate  Colleges  and 
University.  His  address  was  entitled 
"Higher  Educaiion--Leadership  in 
Ihe  Eighties." 

Among  other  speakers  for  the 
investiture  convocation  program 
were  Dr.  William  Junkin,  executive 
director  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
Louisiana  Colleges  and  Universities; 
Dr.  William  Arceneaux,  execulive 
director  of  the  Board  of  Regents  for 
Higher  Education;  Raymond 
Arthur,  president  of  the  Nor- 
thwestern Alumni  Associaiion;  Dr. 
Maxine  Taylor,  president  of  the 
NSU  Faculty  Senate  and  Joe 
Stamey.  president  of  the  NSU 
Student  Government  Associaiion.

According  to  Cross,  half  of  the 
proceeds  generated  by  the  policy 
will  go  to  the  NSU  Foundation;  the 
other  half  has  been  designated  for 
use  by  the  Booster  Club,  a  sub- 
sidiary of  ifie  NSU  Foundaiion. 

O'Quin,  who  received  the 
bachelor  of  science  degree  is  ac- 
couniing  from  Northwestern,  is 
president  of  Southern  Financial 
Services.  Inc.  His  firm  provides 
personal,  corporate  and  estate  lax 
planning,  insurance  sales,  corporate 
and  estate  tax  planning,  insurance 
sales,  corporate  financing,  pension 
and  profit  sharing  planning  and 
financial  planning.

Is  Without  Peer 

Gordon  Bolar.  performing  arts 
coordinator  for  the  state  of 
Louisiana,  recently  toured  Nor- 
thwestern's  new  A. A.  Fredericks 
Center  for  the  Creative  and  Per- 
forming Arts,  and  afterwards  he 
described  the  multi-arts  complex  as 
"without  peer  or  precedent." 

Writing  in  the  December  issure  ot 
Art  Spectrum,  he  said,  "From  the 
array  of  concert  halls  and  theatres, 
from  the  special  studios,  labs,  the 
media  center,  the  galleries  and  the 
rooms  devoted  to  graphic  arts,  one 
gets  the  impression  of  touring  a  vast 
multi-arts  complex  like  the  Lincoln 
Center  or  the  Kennedy  Center.  This 
must  be  the  kind  of  cultural  beacon 
that  has  lured  Louisiana  artists  to 
other  regions  of  the  country.  Yet. 
this  ulira-modern  arts  center  is  not 
in  New  York  or  Washington.  D.C 
It  is  located  In  Louisiana  on  the 
campus  of  Northwestern  State 
University  in  Natchitoches." 

He  added  that  visitors  to  the  $11 
million  center  are  "struck  by  the 
realization  that,  practically 
everything  conceivable  in  the  realm 
of  arts  facilities  has  been  included  in 
this  complex.  Wiih  five  theatres,  ii 
is  capable  of  accomodating  virtually 
every  kind  of  performance  in  music, 
dance  and  theatre."

Oldest  Structure  On  The  NSU  Campus 
Lost  In  Normal  Hill  Historic  District 


Caldwell  Hall,  j  cUissrooni  and 
otiicc  buildmy  iliai  was  ihc  oldesi 
Mrucliirc  on  ihc  NorlhwcMcni  Slale 
Univcrsiiy  campus,  was  deslroyed 
by  lircOcl.  IK. 

A  brick  building  with  ihrec  IV'-^rs 
and  a  basement.  Caldwell  Hall  was 
built  in  I9()6  at  a  cost  ol  $355,000. 
It  was  completely  rcturbished  in 
l%8  in  a  $410,000  renovation 
projccl. 

Standing  near  the  front  entrance 
ol  the  60,700-sqaure-fool  structure 
for  decades  have  been  the  three 
Dullard  Columns,  a  Northwestern 
landmark.  The  columns,  which 
were  not  damaged  by  ihe  tne.  are 
the  only  remaining  traces  of  the 
Bullard  Mansion,  constructed  in 
l«32  and  hisiorically  recognized  as 
Ihe  first  building  on  the  university 
campus. 

Natchitoches  Fire  Chief  Oscar 
Vails  said  the  cause  of  the  fire  has 
not  been  determined,  but  he 
reported  that  the  bla/c  appeared  to 
have  started  in  the  basement  near 
Ihe  center  of  the  building. 

Northwestern  physical  plant 
director  Loran  Lindsey  said  an 
estimate  of  the  actual  loss  had  not 
been  determined,  but  he  indicated 
thai  Ihe  cosl  of  replacing  the 
building  and  contents  would  be 
"several  million  dollars." 

Named  in  honor  of  Beverly  C 
Caldwell,  who  served  as  Nor- 
thwestern's  president  from  1896 
ihrough  1908.  the  structure  served 
as  the  university's  main  ad- 
ministrative office  building  until  the 
early  !960's. 

Housed  in  the  building  in  recent 
years  have  been  the  offices  of  the 
College    of    Basic    Studies.    Con- 


tinuing Education.  High  School 
Relations,  Financial  Aid.  Ad- 
missions, Alumni  Affairs,  Testing 
and  other  deparinicnts. 

Some  sections  of  the  NSU  Music 
Department  were  being  temporarily 
housed  in  Caldwell  during  ihe 
renovation  and  expansion  of  the 
Universiiy's  Center  for  Creative  and 
Performing  Arts.  Music,  orien- 
tation and  other  classes  were 
conducted  in  the  building. 

Also  located  in  Caldwell  was  the 
Center  for  the  History  of  Louisiana 
Education,  a  museum  filled  with  an 
extensive  colleciion  of  materials  that 
rellecled  the  progress  of  ihe  state's 
education  systems  through  the 
years. 

A  reconstructed  one-room 
schoolhouse  that  was  part  of  the 
Center  for  the  History  of  Louisiana 
Education  is  on  ihe  grounds  near 
Caldwell  Hall,  but  it  escaped 
damage  in  the  fire. 

Firefighters  and  university  of- 
ticials  were  concerned  for  a  time 
ihat  the  fire  might  spread  to  Warren 
Easton  and  Russell  Halls,  other 
buildings  in  the  Normal  Hill 
Historic  District,  but  firemen 
contained  the  blaze  in  Caldwell. 

Caldwell  Hall  was  on  the  north 
side  ol  the  Normal  Hill  Historic 
District  that  had  become  known 
over  the  years  as  the  quadrangle  A 
lourih  building.  Guardia  "^  Hall, 
occupied  the  western  end  of  the 
quadrangle  from  1911  until  it  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1967. 

The  blaze  was.  the  second  major 
fire  on  the  Northwestern  campus  in 
the  past   two  years.     Another  old 
campus     building.     BuHard     Hall 
burned  (o  the  ground  in  early  198 1 


Northwestern 's  Legendary  Ghost  Isabella 
Moved  From  Caldwell  To  Women's  Gym 


Band  music  and  burning  candles 
accenied  a  spooky  but  lighi-hcaried 
"  g  fi  ()  s  t  -  m  o  \  i  n  g ' '  ceremony 
Halloween  Night  on  Normal  Hill  ai 
Northwestern  Slate  University. 

Eric  Maron  of  Tar^ana.  Calif., 
led  Ihe  NSU  student  body  as  it 
moved  Isabella,  the  university's 
legendary  ghosi.  from  her  previous 
home  in  burned-oui  Caldwell  Hall 
lo  another  old  building  on  ihe 
historic  campus. 

Many  people  believe  ihai  for  the 
past  34  years  Isabella  resided  on  the 
third  floor  of  Caldwell  Hall,  bjt  she 
became  "homeless"  along  with 
NSU  taculiy,  staff  member'-  and 
students  when  the  architecturally- 
unique  siruciure  was  destroyed  by 
fire  Monday  night.  Oct.  18. 

"This  will  be  the  fourth  move  for 
The  ghost,"  said  Maron,  a  Junior 
broadcast  journalism  major  who 
researched  and  organized  the 
"ghosi -moving"  projeci.  "The 
Northwestern  student  body  has  been 
involved  in  only  her  last  three 
moves." 

The  Sunday  nighi  ceremony 
began  at  the  Three  Columns,  the 
NSU  landmark  located  near 
Caldwell  Hall.  The  columns  are  all 
that  remain  of  Bullard  Mansion, 
where  the  ghosi  originally  resided 
before  it  was  lorn  down  in  1904. 

The  focal  poini  of  ihe  ritual  was 
Isabella,  who  was  represented  by  a 
Northwestern  coed  dressed  in  a 
while  sheet  with  while-face  makeup. 

She  appeared  from  behind  the 
Three  Columns  or  from  nearby 
Warren  Easion  Hall,  where  she 
might  have  gone  afier  the  fire. 


NSU  president  Dr.  Joseph  J.  Orz(.- 
escorted  her  to  ihc  old  Women\ 
Gym  on  College  Avenue. 

A  brief  history  of  Caldwell  Hall 
and  intormaiion  on  Isabella  as  a 
pcrs(ui  and  as  a  ghost  were  read  b\ 
Maron  before  the  procession  lo  the 
gym.  buiil  in  1923,  began. 

Legend  has  it  that  Isabella  oc^ 
cupied  Bullard  Mansion  for  several 
years  before  it  was  lorn  down  m 
1904.  forcing  her  unofficial  move  lo 
Hast  Hall.  When  thai  building  was 
demolished  in  1926,  NSU  students 
helped  her  move  lo  the  old  music 
building.  She  stayed  there  until 
entering  Caldwell  in  1948,  after  the 
music  building  was  lorn  down. 

The  night  ihai  Caldwell  Hall 
burned  down.  Maron  said  several 
people  fell  the  "disturbing 
presence"  of  Isabella. 

"I  have  heard  ihai.  as  the  firemen 
were  trying  to  save  Caldwell  Hall,  a 
third-floor  window  opened  and 
closed  two  or  three  times  while  the 
fire  was  consuming  the  building." 
stated  Maron.  "These  people 
believe  Isabella  was  going  in  and  out 
of  that  window,  trying  to  save  her 
belongings.  And  you  know,  that 
window  was  one  of  only  two  third- 
floor  windows  still  there  after  the 
fire." 

According  to  legend.  Isabella 
lived  before  Ihe  Civil  War.  At  one 
time  she  was  in  love  with  a  young 
man  who  was  killed  in  a  duel  of 
honor.  She  became  a  nun  and  lived 
in  the  convent  of  Bullard  Mansion, 
where  she  was  a  recluse  who  came 
out  only  at  night  to  talk  to  her  lover. 
Following  a  violent  storm,  she 
slabbed  herself  through  the  bean 
with  a  knife,  leaving  a  bloody 
handprinion  the  wall. 
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A  Distinguished  Old  Structure 

(  jidwell  Hall,  a  huildiiiK  of  considerable  archileelural  inieresi  and 
long  associated  closely  with  (he  development  of  public  education  in 
Louisiana,  served  thousands  of  people  from  the  day  it  opened  in 
1908  on  the  Normal  Hill  area  of  the  Northwestern  State  University 
campus  until  the  night  it  was  razed  by  fire  in  1982.  With  its 
decorative  gables,  white  stonework  trim  and  marble  steps,  the  great 
classroom  and  administrative  building  was  the  sophisticated, 
distinguished  old  lady  of  the  university's  physical  plant. 


Fiery  Destruction  of  a  Great  Monument 

Born  in  1906«  Caldwell  Hall  grew  old  gracefully  and  died  before  its 
time  when  fire  destroyed  the  stalel)  old  building  on  Oct.  IK.  19H2. 
Caldwell  Hall  is  gone  n<iw,  but  its  memor>  will  linger  for  those  who 
stood  in  long  lines  there  so  many  years  ago  to  register  for  classes, 
for  those  who  attended  graduation  ceremtmies  on  the  hallowed 
grounds  near  the  building,  for  those  who  passed  th'ough  a  shady 
courtyard  and  heard  bits  and  pieces  of  lectures  b>  favorite 
professors  drifting  from  open  windows.

Provided  for  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1904  and  1906.  (  alducll  Hall 
was  one  of  ihrec  hisloricaliy-significani  buildings  included  when  Noiinal 
Hill,  the  oldest  pan  of  the  Northwestern  Stale  University  campus,  was 
placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  in  1980.  C  aldwell  Hall 
was  one  of  four  buildings  which  originally  comprised  the  university's  old 
academic  quadrangle.  Other  buildings,  completing  the  quadrangle  w-cre 
Russell  Hall.  Warren  Faston  Hall  and  Ciuardia  Hall,  a  structure  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1967  after  occupying  the  northern  end  of  the  academic  quadrangle 
since  1911.  And  on  Oct.  18,  1982.  Caldwell  Hall,  a  classroom  and  office 
building  that  was  the  oldest  siruclure  on  the  Northwestern  State  University 
campus,  was  destroyed  by  lire.  No  building  rellected  more  meaningfully 
Northwestern's  stability  over  the  years  than  Caldwell  Hall.  It  was  a 
monument  to  the  university's  character,  charm,  beauty  and  sirength.  The 
tragic  fire  that  destroyed  stately  old  Caldwell  Halt  ripped  away  a  huge 
chunk  of  history  from  the  university,  community  and  even  siaic,  leaving  a 
void  that  can  never  be  filled.

A  native  of  Colfax.  Bienvenu  had 
served  as  a  microbiologist  at 
Confederate  Memorial  Hospiial  in 
Shrevepon  and  as  a  chemist  for 
Leiand  Hamner  Company  is 
Houston  betbre  joining  the  Nor- 
thwestern faculty. 

Bienvenu  earned  the  B.S  deijree 
m  zoology  from  Louisiana  slaie 
University  m  1944  and  the  M  S 
degree  in  bacteriology  from  LSU  in 
1949.  He  received  his  doctorate  in 
microbiology  from  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1957. 

He  also  studied  at  the  University 
ot  Pennsylvania.  Cornell  Universiiy 
and  the  Oak  Ridge  Institute  for 
Nuclear  Studies  and  served  as  a 
visiting  professor  at  the  University 
ol  Texas.  ■' 

Research  conducted  by  Bienvenu

Bienvenu's  lenure  as  president  of 
Northwestern    was    highlighted    by 
the  establishmeni  of  programs  and 
priorities     designed      lo     enhance 
academic      standards      at      the 
university.       The    NSU    master   of 
science    program    in    microbiology 
received   a    commendation    of  ex- 
cellence from  the  Louisiana  Board 
of    Regents   for    Higher   Education 
during  Bienvenu's  presidency,  and 
his   former   students  established  a 
^pectal  microbiology  award  in  his 
honor. 

The  Lignite  Research  and 
Oevelopmeni  Institute.  NSU  Press 
Louisiana  Folklife  Center  and  the 
Center  for  the  History  of  Louisiana 
tducaiion  were  developed  at  NSU 
auring  Bienvenu's  vears  as 
president,  and  Normal  Hill  on  the 
Northwestern  campus  was  placed  on 
the  National  Register  for  Historic 
Places. 

Bienvenu  was  instrumental  in 
obiaimng  some  $25  million  for 
lacihiies  during  his  presidency, 
including  $11  million  for  the  Center 
tor  the  Creative  and  Performing 
Arts  and  some  $7  million  for  a 
modern  nursing  school  facility  in 
ohreveporl.

19  f^re  which 
dcsiroycd  hisioric  Caldwell  Hati. 

"We  arc  disheartened  and 
discouraged,  but  we  arc  iioi 
defeated."  said  Mrs.  Maxinc 
Souilicrland.  director  of  ihe  state 
depository  that  told  (he  story  of  the 
birth  and  growth  of  education  in 
Louisiana. 

She  added,  "1  am  determined  to 
reconstruct  from  the  ashes,  to  give 
our  children  and  grandchildren  a 
living  record  of  our  educational 
past.  A  portion  of  our  history  died 
in  that  fire,  but  how  much  more  will 
be  lost  if  we  fail  to  rebuild;  for  then 
we  have  lost  not  only  a  lot  of  ar- 
tifacts, but  also  an  idea  and  a 
dream." 


Mrs.  Southerland  said  the 
museum  had  been  rcpleaie  with 
priceless.  one  o\'  a  kind 
photographs,  books.  chari>. 
machines  and  numerous  rare  ar- 
tifacts. "They  were  all  \aluable  bits 
o\  antiquity  but  were  lost  lo  us 
forever."  she  staled. 

WiihJn  the  museum's  walls  were 
"Kningly.placed  treasucrs.  rich  in 
Louisiana's  educational  heritage." 

Among  the  losses  were  a  tcacari 
trom  the  home  economics  depart- 
ment at  Hall  Summit,  a  pendidum 
clock  from  Coushatta  Elementary 
School,  a  silver-plated  bat  and  ball 
from  DeSoto  Parish,  a  wicker  lunch 
basket,  a  cypress  school  boat  once 
used  to  transport  the  children  of  St. 
Maninville  to  a  one-room  school 
house,  old  inkwell  desks  dating  back 
lo    1889,   an  entire   set    of  original 


McCiuflV  Readers,  the  tamous 
Melrose  Collection  ot  cliildicirs 
books,  journals  and  di;wies  ol 
ianunis  Louisiana  educators,  and 
tapes  of  oiiisiaiulMiy  uidividtiaK  m 
the  educational  field. 

"Sonic  things  can  be  done."  Mrs. 
Souiherland  said.  "Louisiana  can 
reconstruct  this  state  reposiioiy  foi 
the  history  of  her  educational  past. 
Surely  witliin  the  state  there  arc 
main  who  wilt  teel  a  respoiisibilitv 
lo  Louisiana's  children  to  replace 
their  valuable,  inieiesting  and  lo\el> 
archives  ol  I  outsiana's  educational 
history."

time  for  Ihe  university  to  come 
together  and  celebrate  its  being  and 
the  initiation  of  its  future  rather 
than  an  occasion  to  honor  me.  It 
was  a  deeply  moving  and  uplifting 
day.  and  I  am  indebted  to  all  who 
helped  lo  make  it  so,  especially 
Maxine  Southerland  and  Tommy 
Whitehead  who  co-chaired  the 
planning  and  siaging  of  all  the 
activities  associated  with  the  in- 
vestiture. 

One  of  the  saddest  events  of  1982 
was  Ihe  burning  of  Caldwell  Hall, 
but  1983  has  started  with  good  news 
for  rebuilding  it.

Helorc  becoming  Northwcsicrn's 
basketball  coach  in  1965, 
Hildebrand  ct)achcd  at  Natchitoches 
High  School  lor  nine  years,  ct)ni- 
piling  an  impressive  record  ot  185 
victories  and  76  losses. 

His  Nalchiloches  teams  won  six 
district  championships  and  reached 
the  slate  linals  three  tunes.  The 
I957-5S  Natchiiochcs  High  team 
won  the  slate  title  with  a  24-9 
record,  and  Hildebrand  was  named 
Slate  High  School  Coach  ol  the

Hildebrand,  who  fell  jusi  nine

Sam  Goodwin  Named  To  Head  Demon  Football  Program 


Sam       Goodwin,       oTrensive 

backHeld  coach  at  the  University  of 
Arkansas  tor  the  past  two  years,  has 
been  appointed  head  tboiball  coaeh 
and  assistant  athletic  director  ai 
Nonhwesiern  State  Unixcrsity, 
according  lo  NSU  president  Dr. 
Joseph  Or/e. 

The  -18-yeai-old  Piiievillc  native 
succeeds  A. I  .  Williams,  who  has 
served  as  NorthwesiernS  head 
coach  since  1975.  Williams  was 
informed  before  the  season  that  his 
coniract  would  not  be  renewed  for 
1983. 

Responsible  tor  coaching 
quarterbacks  and  running  backs  at 
Arkansas.  Goodwin  was  selected 
from  among  27  applicants  for  the 
Nonhwesiern  position.  The  NSU 
Aihletic  Council  narrowed  the  field 
to  three  finalists,  and  Orze  made  the 
final  i^lcciion  of  the  new  coach. 

Orze  said  Goodwin  and  Billy 
Laird,  Northwesiern*s  assistant 
head  coach,  "were  the  two  most 
outstanding     candidates     for     the 


position  in  my  evaluation."  Ori'e 
said  1  aird  was  offered  the  job  but 
declined  the  position  "for  personal 
reasons." 

The  North\\e.stern  president 
staled  that  he  was  "impressed  by 
Sam  Goodwin's  enthusiasm  for 
tool  ball  and  his  philosophy  not  only 
ot  the  yame  but  only  of  how  it  fits 
within  the  universit>  en\  Ironnient." 

"Obviously,"  said  Or/e,  "I  am 
deeply  impressed  wiili  Sam's 
winning  record  as  a  high  school  and 
college  coach  bui  most  of  all  with 
his  wimiing  attitude  as  a  person." 

He  said  Goodwin  "conies  from 
one  of  the  outstanding  major 
football  powers  in  the  country,  and 
his  young,  proven,  dynamic 
leadership  will  help  develop  e\- 
cellence  in  the  tooiball  program  at 
Northwestern." 

Another  factor  in  Goodwin's 
scleciion.  Or/e  said,  "is  his  close 
association  through  the  years  with 
high  school  coaches  and  players  in 
Louisiana.  He  was  an  outsiandng 
aihlete  at  Pineville  High  School  and 
has  recrutted  the  slate  for  the 
Universiiy  of  Arkansas." 

Goodwin,  whose  mother  is  a 
member  of  the  College  of  Education 
faculty  at  Northwestern,  also 
recruits  South  Arkansas,  East  Texas 
and  Mississippi  for  the  Razorbacks. 

A  I962graduaieof  Pineville  High 
School.  Goodwin  earned  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  Henderson 
Slate  University  is  Arkadelphia, 
Ark.,  in  1966  and  his  master's 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Central  Arkansas  in  Conway  in 
1970. 

He  was  a  two-year  letterman  in 
football  and  basketball  ai  Pineville 


and  was  the  football  leani  captain. 
Goodwin  also  lettered  in  track  and 
finished  second  in  the  state  in  the 
discus. 

Northwestern's  new  coach  was  an 
NAIA  Ail-American  football  guard 
at  Henderson  State  and  made  the 
All- Arkansas  Intercollegiate 

Conference  team  on  offense  and 
defense.  He  was  named  to  the  AlC 
All-Decade  Team  for  the  I960's  by 
Arkansas  Football  Magazine. 

Goodwin  was  the  AlC  discus 
champion  for  three  years  and  held 
the  conference  record  in  the  discus 
for  six  years.  He  held  the  school 
discus  record  for  14  years. 

An  outstanding  high  school  coach 
before  joining  the  college  ranks 
Goodwin  won  five  state  cham- 
pionships at  Parkview  High  of  Little 
Rock  during  his  1970  through  1978 
head  coaching  lenure. 

His  Parkview  teams  had  a  record 
of  73-21-4  and  posted  winning 
streaks  of  21  and  16  games.  He  won 
the  stale  title  in  1973.  1974,  1976, 
1977  and  1978.  and  two  of  ihose 
championship  teams  were  un- 
defeated. 

Before  going  to  Parkview. 
Goodwin  coached  at  Hall  High  of 
Little  Rock  for  two  years  and  was 
defensive  coordinator  on  teams  that 
compiled  ai  I9-1-I  record. 

Goodwin  became  head  coach  at 
Southern  Arkansas  Universiiy  in 
1979,  taking  over  a  team  that  had 
lost  eight  consecutive  games  and 
tinished  at  ihe  boiioni  of  the  AlC 
for  two  straight  years. 

Within  two  seasons.  Southern 
Arkansas  moved  into  second  place 
in  the  conference  with  a  5-1  league 
record,     losing    only     to     Central 


Arkansas,  which  was  undefeated 
and  top-ranked  in  the  NAIA.  The 
team  won  its  last  five  games  in  1980 
and  finished  No.  I  in  the  nation  the 
following  year  in  the  NAIA  with 
players  recruited  by  Goodwin  and 
his  staff. 

Goodwin  joined  the  University  of 
Arkansas  as  an  assistant  coach  in 
1981.  The  Razorbacks  were  8-3  and 
played  in  the  Gator  Bowl.  This 
year's  team  had  an  8-2-1  record  and 
defeated  Florida  in  the  Bluebonnei 
Bowl. 

In  15  years  as  a  head  coach  and 
assistant  coach  at  the  high  school 
and  college  levels.  Goodwin's  teams 
have  compiled  a  record  of  1 17-38-7. 
As  a  junior  high  head  coach  for  iwo 
years  before  moving  to  Hall  High. 
Goodwin's  team  won  14  and  lost 
two.

Naming  New  NSU  Coaching  Staff 


Norihwesiern  Slaie  University 
head  fooiball  coach  Sam  Goodwin 
has  announced  the  appoinimetii  of 
se\cn  assisiani  coaches,  including 
iwo  who  \vere  already  on  the  siatT, 
ihree  who  previously  coached  for 
Goodwin  and  a  former  NSU  player. 

Herbic  Smith  and  Bill  Johnson, 
boih  Norihwesiern  graudalcs  who 
were  on  former  coach  A.L. 
Williams'  staff,  will  continue  as 
Demon  assistants.  Former  Nor- 
ihwesiern player  Mike  Doheriy  will 
also  join  Goodwin's  siatf. 

Other  new'  assistants  named  by 
Goodwin  were  Donnie  Cox  of  El 
Dorado.  Ark.,  James  Meador  of 
Springhill.  Terry  Quasi  of 
Cleveland.  Miss.,  and  John 
Thompson  of  Fayeiieville.  Ark. 
The  appointments  were  approved 
Thursday  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  Louisiana  Colleges  and 
Universities. 

Goodwin  said,  "I  really  feel  good 
about  the  staff  we  have  put 
rogcther.  I  feel  that  w^e  have  ob- 
tained ihe  services  of  bright, 
energetic,  enthusiastic  young 
coaches.  A  key  element  in  success  is 
staff  harmony,  and  we  brought 
together  couches  wlui  will  com- 
municate well  wiih  each  other  and 
•  the  players  and  who  will  be  an  asset 
to  the  community." 

Smith,  a  former  football  and 
baseball  player  at  Norihwestern.  has 
been  on  the  Demon  siaff  since. 1969 
and  will  continue  as  wide  receiver 
coach.  Goodwin  said  Smith  will 
also  serve  as  recruiting  coordinator. 

Johnson,  who  was  a  full-time 
assisiani  last  season  after  serving  as 
an  NSU  graudate  assistant  for  two 
years,  coached  the  linebackers  in 
1982  but  will  be  assigned  by 
Goodwin  to  the  defensive  line. 

"We  are  fortunate  to  keep  both 
Herbie  and  Bill,"  Goodwin  said. 
"They  have  already  been  a 
tremendous  asset  to  us.  We  will 
have  three  Northwestern  graduates 
on  the  staff,  and  nobody  can  sell  a 
school  as  well  as  its  own  alumni." 

Meadors  has  served  for  the  past 
four  years  as  an  assisiani  coach  at 
Springhill  High  School  under  Travis 
Farrar.  The  Haynesville  native, 
who  was  a  running  back  and 
defensive  back  at  Southern 
Arkansas,  will  coach  the  outside 
linebackers. 


Meadors  is  a  1979  graduate  of 
Southern  Arkansas,  where  lie 
played  for  one  season  under 
Goodwin.  He     is     Southern 

Arkansas'  all-time  career  rushing 
leader  and  twice  during  his  career 
was  a  firsi  team  all-conference 
selection. 

The  25-year-old  Meadors  is  the 
first  full-iime  black  coach  in  any 
sport  at  Norihwesiern.  He  is 
married  to  the  former  Linda 
Jackson,  and  ihcy  are  the  parents  of 
iwo  children. 

Returning  lo  coach  ai  Nor- 
ihwesiern will  be  a  homecoming  for 
Dohcriy,  an  ex-Demon  fooiball  end 
and  ihe  son  of  former  Northwestern 
football  coach  and  athletic  dirccior 
George  Doheri\ .  Doheriy  was  a 
four-year  leiierman  and  played  on 
the  1972  conference  championship 
squad. 

Doheriy  has  served  for  two  years 
as  a  graduate  assistant  at  South- 
western Louisiana,  where  he 
coached  the  defensive  secondary 
and  was  the  head  junior  varsiiy 
coach.  The  new  Demon  assistani 
was  a  student  assisiani  ai  Nor- 
thwestern following  his  graduation 
and  coached  ai  Springhill  High 
School  and  St.  Amani  High  School 
before  taking  the  position  ai 
Southwestern. 

At  St.  Amant,  Dohcriy  was  the 
defensive  coordinator.  Goodwin 
has  assigned  him  to  the  defensive 
secondary  at  NSU.  Doheriy  is 
married  lo  Northwestern  graduate 
Rebecca  Feeney.  a  Lafayette  ai- 
lorney.  and  they  have  one  son. 

Cox,  who  will  coach  the  Demon 
runnign  backs,  joins  Northwestern 
after  holding  the  head  coaching 
position  ai  El  Dorado.  Ark.  High 
School  for  Ihe  past  four  years.  Last 
season.  El  Dorado  was  9-1-1  before 
losing  in  the  state  playoffs. 

Prior  to  takng  the  position  at  El 
Dorado,  Cox  coached  in  Little  Rock 
for  11  years  and  was  Goodwin's 
offensive  coordinator  in  the  prep 
ranks  for  eight  years. 

Cox  is  a  native  of  Jacksonville. 
Ark.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Harding 
University,  where  he  was  a  defensive 
back  and  kicker.  The  37-year-old 
Cox  and  his  wife  Phyllis  arc  the 
parents  of  two  daughters. 

Quasi  also  previously  coached  for 
Goodwin.    Three  years  ago.  Quasi
